G.I: I'm interested in all 
forms of wildlife, and by 
wildlife, I mean the plants as 
well as the animals. Whales? 
Well... certain groups of 
animals appeal to me very 
strongly: for example, I'm 
particularly interested in the 
cat family. I've done a 
considerable amount of work on 
behalf of the great cats, the 
spotted cats, because of the 
tremendous pressure exerted 
upon them by the fashion 
trade. The story repeats 
itself for the whales, they 
too are under great pressure, 
and I feel they need 
tremendous help. 
Harvest: Many people have 
come forward in the past years 
stressing the importance of 
saving certain species, the 
most spectacular example being 
related to the seal hunt. Why 
is it important? 
G.I: I've discussed this over

update.. 



As reported in the last 
issue of the Harvest^the 
Quebec Governement is 
currently preparing studies on 
the "feasibility" of a 
hydro-electric project in the 
Lachine rapids area. 

Many environmental and 

other citizens' groups have 
expressed concern over certain 
aspects of the 

project, officially called 
"Project Archip el". These 
groups found that there 
remained many unanswered 
questions pertaining to the 
proposals under study and left 
that the public must be made 
aware of all aspects of the 
question. 

With this in mind, a 
general assembly of interested 
groups and individuals was 
held Monday November 17 at 
UQUAM to. discuss the formation 
of a common front on the 
question. The new formation 
created, the Association 
Environment Archipel, is 
intended to act in providing 
all pertinent information to 
the public and to the foster 
an open 'dialogue between both 
its own members and with the 
general public. It will also 
function as a watch dog 
towards the claims and 
propositions of the proponent 
(the provincial govern ment) 
while suggesting alternatives 
to these proposals. 

The association intends 
to garner enough public and 
media support to allow it to 
participate fully in the 
govern ment feasibility 
studies. In this way, the 
project 'will be somewhat 
accountable to the general 
public, ensuring that, at 
least, their concerns will be 
heard. 

Without publid 
support, the association, fears 
that the project as now 
proposed , cou Id do untold 
damage both to the Lachine 
Rapids and the entire 
St-Lawrence River water 
system.

Charbonneau, sous-ministre de 
I'agri culture du Quebec, Mme 
Rita Lafond des comites 
populaires d ' agro-alimentation 
du Quebec, et M. Pierre 
Valton, president du M.A.B. . 

Le premier a recevoir 
1' attention de I'assemblee fut 
le Dr. Martel d ' agr-canada, 
qui rappela les buts communs 
rapprochant le M.A.B. et le 
ministere de l'agriculture 
canadien;^ entres autres le 
maintien a long terme de la 
fertilite des sols, ainsi que 
la production de produits 
sains et^de bonne qualite. 
Par la meme occasion, le Dr. 
Martel exposa I'un des 
objectifs d'agr-canada visant 
a reduire 1 ' utilisation de 
produits chimiques sur la 
ferme. "Etant donne la 
position du ministere, a-t-il 
ajoute, il faut convenir des 
delais necessaires afin que la 
communaute agricole canadienne 
se saisisse de 1 ' alternative 
biologique pour en etudier les 
implications" .

"La Nature se 
transforme et elle ne saurait 
mentir"; I'U.P.A. le 
reconnait, et la croissance 
des couts de I'energie 
represente une incitation 
certaine en ce sens.

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A Visit 
With Geese 

On Saturday november the 
8th, 11 members of the 
macdonald college chapter of 
the Wildlife Society enjoyed 
our first field trip. We left 
the campus well before sunrise 
in spite of heavy snowfall. 
By the time we arrived at 
Nairn Island Bird 
Sanctuary , about 20 km west of 
Cornwall, it had stopped 
snowing and the sky was 
turning blue. 

Nairn Island is managed 
by the Ontario Ministry of 
Natural Ressources to provide 
nesting and a migration rest 
stop for several species of 
water fowl. Artificial nest 
sites have been erected, and 
control structures (dams and 
dykes) keep the water at the 
right level to maintain good 
waterfowl habitat. 

At this time of 
year, Canada geese are present 
in large numbers and the 
sanctuary is worth a visit 
just to see these impressive 
birds up close. At Nairn 
Island, the geese are fed 
corn, partly to discourage them 
from ravaging nearby farmers' 
fields. 

As well as geese, we saw 
several species of ducks and 
some magnificient hawks 
soaring high in the sky. In 
all, about 20 species of birds 
were recorded. 

The sanctuary provides an 
ideal location to observe wild 
birds and other animals, 
including White-tailed 
De e r , S no wshoe Hare, and 
Muskrat.lt borders on the 
St-Lawrence River and offers 
waters sheltered by an island. 
Several kilometres of nature 
trails meander through varied 
habitats: beaver marsh, cedar 
woods, alder thickets, and 
abandoned fields. 

Other activities planned 
by tV\e Wildlife Society 
include an evening of movies 
about Atlantic Salmon, and 
owl-watch ing andice-fishing 
expeditions. If you love

SITUATION OF VEAL 
PRODUCTION IN QUEBEC 

There is now about 50 
veal producers in Quebec, 

compared to less than 5 
before '79. In 1980, efforts 
will be made to respond to 
consumer's veal demand. There 
are two main kinds of veal 
production: the white and the 
heavy veal. 

The white veal is the one 
fed with milk or milk replacer 
only, up to a weight of 145 kg 
(320 lbs) in 17 weeks while 
heavy veal is fed milk for 5-6 
weeks and grain and supplement 
for the remaining of his life. 

His weight at slaughter will 
be 155 kg (340 lbs) in 17 
weeks. From consumer's point 
of view the main difference is 
the meat colour which is white 
for the white veal and pink 
for the heavy veal. 

Calves supply brought in 
is tremendous: in 1979 about 
325,000 calves were 
potentially available for veal 
production. Most, of course, 
were dairy by-product but 
Holstein calves make very good 
veal. 

Major cost in veal 
production is the calf itself 
which is $150 and is usually 
bought between 8-15 days when 
birth immunization process is 
completed. Production cost 
are about $2.90/kg for a white 
veal and about $2.10/kg for 
the heavy veal. Costs are 
higher in the first case 

where, the reproduction of 
300-350 veals is considered to 
De profitable and the manager 
nay live with that as his sole 
source of revenue. For such 
production, required 
investment vary from $45,000 
to $55,000 for white of heavy 
jeal production. A net farm 
income of $56.45 per calf has 
Deen calculated for a heavy 
y/eal producer. Also a new 
stabilization program has been 
introduced for heavy veal. It 
vorks on a 5 years basis and 
it costs $10 per calf per 
/ear. The insured price is 
about $1.03 per pound which is 
just a bit over the production 
::ost. This program will be 
jsefull in hard times. 95% of 
Quebec production is sold at 
auction. Today veal buyers 
aesire calves weighing 135-150 
<g because they may sell the 
product at a lower price to 
the consumer. Heavy veal is 
perfectly accepted and they do 
riot make any difference 
Detween the two kinds of 
^eals. 

Heavy veal production is 
an excellent opportunity for 
the producers to increase 
their revenues and to 
s/aluerize dairy calves. If 
this practice was more widely 
jsed, we could increase the 
aegree of self-sufficiency in 
the veal market in Quebec, 
source: M.A.A.Q. elevage 
specialise des veaux and 
seminar of Simon Leclair about 
s7eal production in Quebec.

ECONOMY and POLITICS 
SEMINAR 

♦ Really you missed a very 
good seminar; everybody was so 
excited that it finished late 
around a beer as usual... What 
did you miss? 

Ecology and politics is a 
course given at U.Q.U.A.M.. It 
is the new approach of the 
last decade. Dr. Peltier 
reminded us^our principal^ of 
economics and Dr. Riveret^^some 
ecological positions. 
There were some high points in 
the seminar: -The accepted 
theory of GNP^gross national 
happiness: as a country 
increases its production it is 
increasing its happiness, 
-misery: absolute scarcity of

-povert y: relative scarcity, 
you do not have a t.v. set you 
are poor. Growth increases 
poverty because not everybody 
can get the newest toothbrush 
-Overindustrialization is 
counterproductive: the average

put a lot of money in 
depolluting but to stop 
polluting? 

There are two major 
ecological points of view: The 
ecological capitalism vs the 
ecological socialism. 
-The ecological capitalism: no 
growth, shares of quota for 
birth control and for salary. 
-The ecological socialism is 
different from the Marxist 
society. It allows diversity. 

The new proposed society is 
based on cellular groups 
producing what they need (with 
the new technology you will 
not have to work many hours) . 
The cells being as 
self-sufficient as they can 
and organized the way they 
want. Communication between 
cells is just as important as 
in your nervous system. 

There are already groups 
looking forward to that idea 
in different parts of the 
world .

many many years, and the 
question keeps coming up: 
"What is the use of this 
animal or that animal?" 
Snakes. The majority of the 
people in this world low and 
detest snakes. O.K now, it 
has been found that the venim 
of a South-amer ican poisonnous 
snake will save a fabulous 
number of human lives by it's 
curative effect on high blood 
pressure. 

Harvest: That's one animal. 
G.I: Yes, that's one anim.al. 
Consider plants, you may see 
one plant and kick it out of 
your way, not realizing it's 
possible benefit to humanity. 
For example, the Haova been 
has been found to give a very 
fine oil, equal to sperm whale 
oil; it may even save the 
specie from extinction. You 
never know. Why in the world 
are humans so important that 
everything else isn't. 
Overpopulation and it's 
consequences, pollution, you 
name it, is at the very base 
of ecological stress on this 
earth. , 

Harvest: Is the threat of 
extinction equal for all 
marine mammals? 

G.I: Yes, man has already 
exterminated many species, 
with consequences beyond our 
immediate scope. Perhaps you 
have heard of the Kalverea 
tree in the Mauricious? An 
american botanist went there 
to study the plant life of the 
island. As he was making an 
inventory, he found only 
thirteen aged trees of this 
specie , no young trees; 
furthermore the seeds produced 
by these trees wouldn't 
germinate. So he woundered if 
these seeds didn't need some 
sort of a germinating agent. 
There were no large mammals on 
the island, never had been, 
the only large bird had been 
the Dodo, which man has 
exterminated in 1691. Trying 
to duplicate these conditions, 
he imported turkeys, and force-fed 
them with the seeds, and sure 
enough, after they had passed 
through the turkeys, they 
germinated. So man, by 
eliminating one specie, almost 
exterminated another . 
Harvest: So the punctual 
approach is not the one to 
consi der. 

G.I: Man shouldn't get 
involved with things he 
doesn't understand. 
Harvest: But any kind of 
developement involves a 
certain risk, wouldn't you 
agree? 

G.I: Yes, but he should test, 
all over the world, present 
generations are paying for 
mistakes done in the past. 
Wherever man meddles, he 
usually puts his foot in it in 
a big way. 

Harvest: Are the whales then 
victims of mismanagement? 
G.I: They were victims of 
man's greed and ignorance in 
the past, and now, they are 
succombing to man's stupidity. 

I mean, we know from the past 
what heavy killing results in, 
but it still goes on. You 



see, Japan, who is the ring 
leader among whaling nations, 
states that as long as it has 
a whaling fleet, the whaling 
will go on: unless other 
nations bring pressure to 
bear. If I could get every 
North-American not to buy a 
Datsun, a Toyota, a Canon 
camera or a Panasonic stereo, 
then the Japanese would sit up 
and take very serious notice. 
Harvest: For the general 
public, this may very well re- 
present just another topic 
amongst hundreds. Last 
summer, you conducted whale 
watching tours on the Saguenay 
river. By what other means do 
you propose to bring this 
issue forward to the public? 
G.I: I have. For the past six 
years, I've done quite a 
number of television and radio 
programs, and I hope to be 
able to bring about a new 
television serie in the near 
future. Every opportunity I 
have, I talk about this 
necessity to bring pressure, 
mainly on the Japanese and the 
Russians, to stop whaling. 
You see, up to three years 
ago, they were still taking a 
certain number of Finn whales, 
and now, they're on the 
endangered list. 

We know from the past, 
that the Wright whale has 
never recovered from the 
massive killings that took 
place in the fifteenth, 
sixteenth, seventeenth 
century. Same story for the 
Blue whale. The assumption is 
that the population being 
dispersed, males encounter 
very few females, so the 
increase in whale population 
remains very slim in most 
cases. 

Harvest: As you are surely 
aware, Canada voted last 
summer against a moratorium on 
whaling. On what basis was 
this decision taken? 
G.I: I feel that Canada was 
in error in voting as it. The 
official reason given is that 
had Canada voted with the 
nations opposed to whaling, 
then the nations engaged in 
whaling, Japan, the USSR, 
would simply leave the whaling 
commision and go on a rampage. 
Whether there is any truth in 
this, one would have to 
verify. 

Harvest: Are our goverments 
abilitated to decide on such 
matters? Are the people 
concerned by this issue 
consulted? 

G.I: No we're not, it is 
decided upon in the private 
office of the goverment. We 
have no say whatsoever. 
Another point must be said: 
Canada's decision was made 
with the approval of the 
Canadian goverment. Canada's 
representative to the 
I.W.C. (International Whaling 
Commission) is an employee of 
federal goverment. Now, the 
Uni ted -States representative 
is not. He doesn't have to 
count out to the white house 
in any way, shape, or form. 



Needless to say that the U.S. 
voted categori cally against 
whaling . 

Harvest: Could we draw a 
definite picture of the 
interests involved in whaling? 
G.I: Again, we must go back 
to the Japanese, they say that 
they need the meat, the 
protein, that is their number 
one argument, always. But go 
in any supermarket in Canada, 
the shelves are loaded with 
tuna, or salmon packed in 
Japan and exported. O.K, so 
if they need the protein, why 
dont they keep these tins at 
home and use that? Whale meat 
accounts for 1% of meat 
consumption in Japan, and only 
the best cuts are used to 

this' end. The rest of the 
meat goes for pet food, while 
the bones are grounded and 
solded as fertilizers. The 
Japanese claim that their 
factory boats can process the 
largest whale in 30 minu tes, 
once it is hauled on the 
boat. A half hour, and it's 
gone , d isappeared . 
Harvest : About ^oos,, how have 
they evolved in the past few 
years? 

G.I: Slowly , There, are good 
zoos, sponsored by societies, 
that are doing extremely 
valuable work in saving wild 
animals. There exists animal 
collection which don't deserve 
to be called zoos, the Quebec 
zoo, the Granby zoo. With the 
event of television , people 
are actually seeing wild 
animals, and can educate 
themselves. I feel that every 
person wanting to keep an 
animal should first read the 
litterature, so as not to harm 
the animals. ^Furthermore, I 
think zoo directors'^be called 
upon to spend a time in the 

wild, to acquaint themselves 
with the animals they are 
keeping.
